N EW YORK, Tuesday. — A 
powerful British flotilla, 
headed by the battleship Prince 
of Wales, strengthened the 
strategic Singapore naval base 
to-day, as the Japanese again 
pointed to belligerent A.B.C.D.

GLUCOSE 
RESEARCH BUREAU 
DISCOVERY 


The Emergency Scientific Research 
Bureau has been concerned for some 
time with the position arising from the 
cutting off of imported supplies of 
glucose. This has serious repercussions 
in medicine. Following investigations 
and discussions with representatives of 
the medical profession, the Bureau de- 
cided that invert sugar, which was 
being manufactured experimentally for 
ene hospital hy Messrs. Crosse and 
Blackwell (Ireland), Ltd., would prove 
a satisfactory substitute for glucose for 
oral and rectal administration. The 
product is now on the market, and 
each batch is tested at the Bio-. 
chemistry Department of University 
College, Dublin. 
The immediate a on ‘rate of 
glucose by the body being taken as 
100 per cent., the invert sugar absorp- 
tion rate is 73 per cent. 

The invert sugar now being marketed 
will not be suitable for intravenous 
use. ‘The Bureau is, however, examin- 
ing the possibilities of the home pro- 
duction of a suitable preparation for 
this purpose.

It was explained in authoritative 
circles in London yesterday afternoon, 
says Press Association, that the Cairo 
communiqué means that the corridor 
has been temporarily broken, but it 
may be presumed that operations’ are 
now taking place to restore it. Tobruk 
is, therefore, once more cut off from 
contact with British land forces, but 
it s not completely invested as before; 
for the reason that the situation south 
and east of Tobruk is still in a fiuid 
state. The main thrus. appears to 
have been made by the 15th Armoured 
Division — which had the fewer 
casualties ot the two German divi- 
sions—from the south-west, and the 
force with which they joined up 1s 
probably the remnants of the 2ist 
Armoured Division. Zaafran, where 
the Germans made their junction, is 
some six miles north-east of Sidi 


im 

While the battle continues the 
situation is athe; confused, but 
apparently the Germans, if they wish 
to do so, would now be able to attempt 
a break-through to the west. So far 
as is known, they have not been able 
to bring up armoured reinforcements 
from the west. Thev must undoubtedly 
be finding difficulty in getting supplies, 
and those which are being used at 
present are probably from the many 
dumps which were in the area. So 
long as they are able to obtain 
supplies the Germans are + gee very 
hard, and the view is held that they 
are likely to fight hard until their 
capacity to do so is exhausted. 

t was asserted that the British still 
have a numerical superiority in tanks 
in Libya. As to the German claims of 
the number of armoured vehicles and

THE LINK-UP 


General Rommel’s 15th and 2ist 
Panzer Divisions have joined forces at 
Zaafran, twenty-four miles east of 
Tobruk, says a Reuter telegram from 
Cairo last night. After violent fighting 
they have retaken Sidi Rezegh and Bir 
El Hamed, on the edge of the two 
escarpments in this area, thus nipping off 
the tip of the “sortie corridor’ from 
Tobruk. Cairo’s military spokesman 
said last night, however, that there 
was 'no n for despondency’’ at 
this result. Despite this penetration 
the link with Tobruk remains. It is 
merely a down in an up-and-down 
struggle. “The Germans have won this 
round, but the next round will be 
ours.” 

“Our troops are reorganising and 
reforming for another bout in this 
fluctuating battle. The Germans appear 
to have put all their tanks into this 
This does not in any way 
destroy our confidence in the final 
result, It may only delay matters for 
a few days longer.’’ 

It was disclosed yesterday that 
Libyan Omar, which had been holding 
out very stubbornly since the capture 
of Sidi Omar—on the Egyptian frontier 
—was taken on Sunday by two batta- 
lions of a famous Punjab regiment, 
assisted by tanks and extremely heav 
and accurate bombardment by the divi- 
sional artillery. One battalion made a 
night attack in the early hours of 
Sunday morning after intensive gunfire, 
securing a footing in strongly-held 
enemy positions, but was then held up. 
The Axis troops were strongly en- 
trenched with field guns, machine-guns 
and anti-tank guns. The attack was, 
therefore, rerewed at 2 p.m., when the 
second battalion took the defences in 
the rear, The position was cleared post 
by post by tanks, infantry and heavy 
mortars, while accurate gunfire was 
directed by observers with the infantry. 
_ At times our guns shelled the enem 
trenches at fifty yards range. By dubh 
some prisoners, including man 
Germans, had been taken. One sma 
post, with an anti-tank yun and 
machine-guns, was still holding out 
yesterday morning, but a further batch 
of prisoners was taken at 8 o'clock, and 
resistance has now practically ceased.— 
(Reuter. ) 


OPTIMISM IN 
BERLIN 


BERLIN, Tuesday.—Germany, “with 
calm optimism. awaits further develop- 
ments in the battles in North Africa,” 
a German spokesman said yesterday, 
according to Associated Press. 

““In Berlin, without doubt,” he said, 
““not only is the present state of things 
in the battle of Libya judged to be 
very favourable for us, but the entire 
course of our offensive counter-attacks, 
aimed at combatting the great British 
offensive, with its far-reaching goals, is 
considered thoroughly satisfactory.’’ 

German radio claimed yesterday that 
there was no corridor to Tobruk. 
British forces had ‘‘attempted’’ to 
relieve the Tobruk garrison, but it was 
claimed the attempt had been frus- 
trated by Italian and German forces. 

While the British Bmpire is fighting 
a life and death battle for the sake 
of prestige in Libya, Italy is certain 
of victory, said Rome radic last night. 


BRITISH REPORTS 


Yesterday’s communiqué from British 
Headquarters, Cairo, states :— 

“In this d battle, which has 
ranged on the main front with local 
fluctuation over an area of some 1, 
square miles, since November 20, the 
centre of gravity has altered almost 
daily as our or the enemy’s main tank 
concentrations massed for attack or 
counter-attack.

At Sidi Rezegh, where Free French 
aircraft took part in the operations, 
clouds obscured detailed observation of 
the results of the attack, but a large 
fire, with clouds of black smoke, 
broke out. To the north of Sndi 
Rezegh many vehicles were destroyed 
by bombers of the South African Air 
Force. 

‘Supply dumps at Bardi were also 
bombed, and one violent explosion 
felt by our aifcraft at 5,000 feet, and 
large fires followed the attack. - In 
aerial combats over the battlefield our 
fighters shot down three ME. 109s, two 
Junkers 88, three G 50s, and other 
enemy aircraft which were encountered 
were severely damaged. 

‘Moles and harbour installations and 
shipping at Benghazi were again raided 
on the night of November 50th. Hits 
were obtained on the Juliana central 
moles, and fires and explosions were 
observed among railway sidings and 
military buildings. Traffic on the 
Tolmma Barce-Slonta and. Barce-Derna 
roads was bombed and machine- 

nned. During an attack on an aero- 
rome and other objectives at Barce 
direct hits were scored on a four- 
engined enemy aircraft on the ground. 

“From. these and other operations 
eight of our aircraft are missing, but 
the pilot of one fighter is safe.”

r. McGovern and Mr, Osbert Peake, 
Under-Secretary at the British Home 
Office, and the matter is likely to be 
raised again in the House. 

Mr. McGovern told me, the corre- 
spondent says, that Mr. Peake informed 
him last Wednesday that his permit for 
Northern Ireland was being sent at 
once, and the question of a permit for 
Eire would be considered later. On 
Friday he. received this telegram :— 
“ Decision on your application: is that 
permit for travel to Eire cannot be 
granted, but permit for Northern 
Ireland will be forwarded forthwith on 
receipt of confirmation for undertaking, 
which you said you were prepared to 

not to cross the frontier.— 


McGovern said:—‘‘I never 
stated that I was prepared to give an 
undertaking. I said I would accept 
whatever decision they made on 
whether or not I was to go. So I 
sent this telegram to Mr. Peake: 
‘Your telegram an insult to Parlia- 
ment and myself. Take this as further

“Í am being singled out by Mr.

£200 FINE FOR 
MANSLAUGHTER 


PRIEST PLEADS GUILTY AT 
MONAGHAN 


HAVING pleaded guilty to the | 
manslaughter of Walter 
Bradley, sc inspector, 
Monaghan, who was fatally in- 
jured when knocked down by a 
motor car in the streets of 
naghan on September 22, the 
Rev. James J.,Finnegan,.C.Ci, 
Ederney, Co. Fermanagh, was 
fined £200 by Judge Sheehy at 
Monaghan Circuit Court yester- 
day. His driving licence was 
suspended for five years. 

The taking of depositions in the Dis- 
trict Court was held i camera. 

Mr. R. McGonigal, K.C., who, 
instructed by Mr. V. D. Kierans, 
appeared for Father Finnegan, said 
that the memory of this accident would 
remain with his client all his life, and 
would be the most severe part of the 

enalty which he would suffer. A 
Fighly popular priest, with a hitherto 
unblemished record, his life had been 
ruined. : 

On the evening of the accident, said 
Mr. McGonigal, Father Finnegan had 
been driving back to the Presbytery in 
Monaghan, after driving a visiting 
priest home, and following a = tiring 
day in the country. He was about to 
turn right, down Mill street, when at 
the- last moment he decided to drive 
straight on, a more direct way. 
Attempting to do this he found that he 
was travelling a little too fast. The car 
swerved sharply, mounted the pave- 
ment, and, out of control, struck Mr. 
Walter Bradley. The windscreen of 
the car was dirty and dusty, thus 
obscuring the vision, and, in addition, 
the pressure of the left-hand tyres was 
not equal to that of the right-hand 
tyres, this tending to throw the car out 
of control more easily. — 


STRICKEN WITH PANIC 


Father Finnegan was a very highly 
strung, nervous type, and, stricken 
with panic after the accident, drove on. 
It was not until some days later that 
he realised his position. By pleading 
guilty he was taking the manly course, 
and, in the circumstances, he would ask 
his lordship to impose a fine, which, 
having regard to Father Finnegan’s 
position and other penalties which 
would follow, woul be sufficient 
punishment. Mr. McGonigal asked 
also that it be taken into consideration 
that Father Finnegan had been sus- 
perided by his bishop.

CRUISER AND 
RAIDER SUNK 


H.M.A.S. SYDNEY LOST 
WITH ALL HANDS 


AF! ER sinking the German 
raider, the 9,400-ton Steier- 
mark, off the Australian coast, 
the cruiser Sydney (6,830-ton) 
disappeared and is believed lost. 
Search is being made for sur- 
vivors. 

Another Australian vessel, 
the Parramatta (1,060-ton) has 
been torpedoed and sunk. 


The commumaqué stated :—'' Informa- 
tion has been received from the Naval 
Board that H.M.A.S. Sydney has been 
in action with a heavily-armed mer- 
chant raider, which she sank by gun- 
fire. The information was obtained 
from survivors from the enemy ship, 
who were picked up some time after the 
action. No subsequent communication 
has received from H.M.A.S. 
Sydney, and it must be presumed she 
has been lost. The next-of-kin, to 
whom the Government and Naval 
Board extend the deepest s thy, 
were informed on Wednesday, Movenn 
ber 26 

‘“‘For strategic reasons it was not 
desirable to publish the information 
earlier than now. 

“While regretting the loss of this 
fine ship and her gallant complement 
the people of Australia will be prou 
that she and they upheld the traditions 
of the Royal Australian Navy and 
completed a glorious career in a suc- 
cessful action against the enemy.” — 

The Sydney had a speed of 324 
knots, and was completed in 1935. Her 
complement was about 550. She car- 
ried eight torpedo tubes and a catapult 
for aircraft. 

The Steiermark had sunk at least 
nine merchant vessels. She started her 
career in the area of Cape Verde 
islands, and later turned to the South 
Atlantic. 

With the a of the destroyer 
Waterhen, the Sydney is Australia’s 
first great naval loss in the two wars. 
Great sentiment attached to her name, 
following exploits in the Mediterranean, 
where ie bore a charmed life, carry- 
ing on the tradition of the Australian 
Navy’s first Sydney, which sank the 
Emden in 1914. 

The disappearance of the Sydney is 
one of the great mysteries of naval 
warfare, stated Mr. Makir, Australian 
Navy Minister. Hope of discovering 
the ship’s fate, he added. will not be 
abandoned until every effort has been 
made by ‘planes scouring the whole 
area to the limit of their range.—

Gaelic Games 


Football Standard 
not High — 


(BY PAT’O.) 

F we except school and college games, 
the standard of Gaelic football played 
throrghout 1941 was far from good. 

In leagues, cups and championships I can 
only recall two games and two teams that 
played first-class football. These were Mayo 
at Croke Park in the league final, and 
Kerry at Tralee in the championship semi- 
final (replay) against Dublin. We saw very 
moderate football from the leading counties, 
where frequent whistle calls for fouling 
broke up continuity; where shooting was so 
wild and tackling so crude that fancied 


teams looked like novices. Too often 


‘ players of experience showed neither skilful 


execution nor football craft. 

The fact is that Gaelic football is very 
much in the transition stage singe the adop- 
tion of hand-passing among forwards as a 
dominant plan of attack. Backs have no 
satisfactory answer to the new vogue. Even 
seasoned defenders resort to the body tackle, 
foot-trip or arm-hold to stop lhand-passing 
forwards. So we have whistle after whistle 
with broken and scrappy play. Those sus- 
tained movements which were the main 
attraction of Gaelic football—high, accurate 
fielding and thoughtful straight kicking of 
judicious length—never had a chance of 
developing during the hour. i 

There was far too much faulty panes, 
far too much unwieldy tackling and wild 
indiscriminate kicking by backs to keep 
the game aiiractive. Forwards were also 
remiss, 


ART OF SHOOTING LOST 


In the Leinster semi-final marathon 
between Wextord and Carlow ball after ball 
was kicked wide from good scoring ground, 
A stranger viewing some of our 1941 cham- 
pionship games would go away with the 
impression «hat the play was without skill 
or constructive thought. The number of 
goals scored was only about one per cent. 
of opportunities offered, and one was led to 
the belief that the art of shooting was lost. 
Even the long sailing points from either 
wing—a delightful feature in the past-— 
were rara avis. - One sighed for the days 
ot Larry stanley, Paul Doyle or Frank 
Burke, of Kildare; of John Joe Sheehy, J. 
J. Landers or Sean Ryan, of Kerry; of 
Courell, Walsh and Higgins, from western 
teams; of Magee, Deviin and Blessing, from 
the North. 

Quite possibly the present day tempo has 
deprived amateurs who have to work hard 
for a living of that constant practice which 
good technique demands. Nor are players 
inclined to. practise the pure football art 
with the assiduity of their elders. Like 
all new departures, hand-passing has been 
everdone between players who have prac- 
tised it too little. Good. long range shots 
are often more effective—many scores were 
lost this year by senseless passing that had 
neither thrust nor design. It is clear that 
our senior teams must devote more atten- 
tion to the fundamentals of sound fielding 
and graceful, accurate kicking out of the 
hand

The squalor in some parts of the area 
is indescribable, said Dr. M. J. Russell, 
M.O.H., giving evidence at a public 
enquiry, held in the City Hall yester- 
day, by Mr. Eamon O Maille, B.E., 
Local 5 iacen inspector, into an 
Order obtained by the Dublin Corpora- 
tion for acquiring the site known as the 
Gloucester Diamond area, on the north 
side of the city. 

Mr. P. J. Naoi City Manager and 
Town Clerk, said that, the buildings in 
the area were all very old, and many 
of them had been condemned by the 
city medical officer of health as unfit 
for habitation. There are about 490 
families living in the area; which covers 
about 104 acres. The proposal of the 
Corporation, said Mr. Hernon, contem- 
plates the erection of new housing 
accommodation, in continuance of the 
scheme already partly complete and 
partly under construction in Railway 
street, which now takes the place of 
what was probably the worst slum area 
in the city.

The latest census of the occupational 
conditions of the grea revealed that a 
large percentage of the families at 
present residing on the area have less 
than £2 per week, and it would. be 
difficult, 1f not impossible, to move 
them to the outer areas to face up to 
the additional rent and transport 
expenses involved in such a change.

A Call to Arms 


British do not like compulsion. Their 
tradition 1s opposed to the idea of a 


conscription was enforced only after long 
controversy and dangerous delay. For 
years before the present war public men in 
Great Britain, including Mr. Winston 
Churchill, had been advocating the need 
for compulsory service; but it was not 
until after the Munich, fiasco, when the 
shadows of war already were gathering 
over Europe, that a measure of conscrip- 
tion actually was introduced. Now, 
according to the Prime Minister, the need 
for more man-power—and woman-power— 
has become acute. The problem of equip- 
ment, he informed the House of Commons, 
has been largely solved; but next year 
there will be an increased demand for 
personnel, and this demand must be met. 
In the first place, the age of exemption 
from military service will be raised to 
fifty-one. The system known as “ block 
reservation '” will come to an end, and as 
from next month individual cases will be 
treated purely on their merits. From the 
end of December the age of reservation 
will rise one year every month. At the 
other end of the scale, the minimum age 
for conscription will be reduced to eig” teen 
and a half. Boys, and even girls, between 
the ages of sixteen and eighteen will be 
registered and interviewed by representa- 
tives of the Education Authority, and it 
is hoped that boys of sixteen will 
be taken into the Home Guard to act 
as ‘‘powder monkeys.’’ More than 
100,000 women are required to assist in 
the air defences of Great Britain. 
Mr. Churchill explained that every 
woman who served in this capacity would 
release four-fifths of a man for 
active service, and compulsion would be 
applied to all unmarried women between 
the ages of twenty and thirty. Almost 
for the first time since the outbreak of 
war, the British people are being faced 
with the realities of “ total” warfare. 
Mr. Churchill told his audience yesterday 
that a further degree of sacrifice and 
exertion was necessary. Not only from 
the military, but also from the industrial, 
point of view, the British nation’s most 
urgent need at the moment was the 
complete mobilisation of all those citizens 
who might be able to serve the country ; 
and henceforward every man, woman and 
youth will be liable for national service. 
The British Government is making pro- 
vision for war on a long-term basis. Some 
of its critics probably will argue that such 
provision ought to have been made long 
ago; but the British are notoriously slow 
starters. Hitherto, according to Mr. 
Churchill, they have been at a disadvan- 
tage, inasmuch as they have been compelled 
to fight “a well-armed enemy with ill- 
armed, or half-armed, forces” That 
phase, he added, now was over. In future 
the British would carry on the fight on 
equal terms in technical equipment, and, 
at a later stage, they would fight on 
superior terms. In these circumstances, 
Mr. Churchill explained that the human 
element must be mobilised as completely 
as possible. Huge armies must be main- 
tained at home and abroad; the Royal 
Air Force would be expanded next year, 
and would undergo a far greater expan- 
sion in 1943. Men and women also must 
be recruited to cope with the industrial 
expansion that was required for an ever- 
increasing output of war materials—in 
short, the British people must take their 
coats off and settle down seriously to the 
task of winning the war.

Education in Wartime 


Education in Great Britain is becoming 
increasingly difficult as the war progresses, 
and unless something is done soon to 
improve matters, the war-time generation 
—that is to say, children between the 
ages of ten and fifteen—will be lacking 
in even the rudiments of learning. In 
September, 1930, the first great upheaval 
took place, when the pupils of most of the 
city schools were evacuated into country 
districts, where for a time school was more 
a clubthan anything else. Since that time 
school life has been interrupted by one 
change after another ; pupils have changed 
about from district to district; masters 
have joined the fighting forces, and those 
who have not done so, have joined some 
of the civilian services ; a great part of the 
school time-table is taken up with A.R.P.

For Christmas 


Adequate holly, mistletoe and flowers 
for Christmas are promised by Britain s 
growers. Holly is particularly plentiful 
this season, and has been rarely more pro- 
fusely berried. Mistletoe is coming again 
from Somerset, Gloucester and Herts, 
instead of from France. It will be rather 
dearer than - last vear. Nurseries at 
Worthing and the Lea Valley have re- 
placed the Channel Islands as sources of 
flowers which require thé maximum 
amount of sunshine, and anemones from 
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| Cornwall and Herts; violets from Devon 
and chrysanthemums from the home 
counties are in plentiful supply.

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AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


P. D. Kenny 


I ran into Louis D'Alton (writes a 
correspondent) in Swinford, Co. Mayo. 
He tells me that his tour has gone off 
very well, in spite of the initial set-back 
of losing ‘all their sets, etc., at yy crank 
in the fire. The plays, “ The Money 
Doesn’t Matter,’’ ‘‘ Boyd’s Shop,” “ Juno 
and the Paycock,” “ To-morrow Never 
Comes,’’ were well supported in most of 
the leading towns. 

Among the audience at ‘‘ Juno and the 
Paycock’’ was a dignified old man with 
the air of Parnell, wearing a morning 
coat and a Vandyke beard. He had cycled 
ten miles in to see the play, in spite of 
his age—79 years. He was no other thar 
P. D. Kenny, who, under the name of 
‘* Pat,” wrote progressive pungent books 
and articles around the 1900’ 

He was on the staff of the Saturday 
Review and. Morning Post—at which 
latter paper a young man called Winsten 
Churchill was a reporter at that time. 

“ Pat” edited a magazine called the 
Peasant, which, I believe, was published 
in Navan, and dealt in strong terms with 
the problems of the land. He wrote also 
“Economics for Irishmen” and the 
“‘ Sorrows of Ireland.”’ 
and modern views made his name well 
known at the time. He knew well Parnell, 
Lady Gregory, Yeats, Synge, George 
Moore and a host of others, and was a 
familiar figure in the Abbey during the 
“ Playboy ”’ riots. 

Mr. Kenny lives now at Aughmore, Co. 
Mayo, is a hardy veteran, used to bathe 
all the year round up to a few years ago, 
still has a very active mind, and grows 
strawberries. He was cycling back home, 
ten miles away, after the show. His visit 
to Louis D’Alton’s company at Swinford 
revived old and pleasant memories. 


Famous Sculptor and Dublin 


Sir Francis Chantrey, remembered 
largely by the Chantrey Bequest, by the 
beautiful statue of the Sleeping Sisters in 
Lichfield Cathedral, and by many notable 
busts and statues, ‘died exactly 100 years 
ago. 

The anniversary has a special interest 
for Dublin, for he came to the city in 
early life when struggling to make a liveli- 
hood from art.

INTERNEES 


Internees in Belfast Prison were re- 
ferred to as fifth columnists by Sir 
Dawson Bates, Minister of Home 
Affairs, in reply to a question in the 
Northern Ireland House of Commons 
yesterday, He said: ‘‘ With the Ger- 
mans hammering at our doors, are we 
prepared to allow out these men, these 
fifth columnists, who would be prepared 
to walk out and, if the Germans came 
here, to join and help them?’ 

The Minister was replying to Mr. 
Campbell, K.C. (Nationalist), who 
again raised the question of the 
internees being refused the right to 
have their own doctors to see them, 
instead of the prison doctor. 

Sir Dawson Bates replied that the 
suggestion was absolutely impracticable, 
One of the best medical men in Belfast 
was in attendance on the men.

In the case of men, block reserva- 
tion is to come to an end and be re- 


job. From January next the age of 
reservation will rise one year every 
month. Compulsory military service 
will extend up to 51, and the mili- 
tary age be reduced to 18}, and the 
Government is to ask to be relieved 
of the pledge not to send boys under 
20 overseas. Power is to be taken to 
direct men to the Home Guard in 
certain areas and to make drills com- 
pulsory. 

Unmarried between 20 and 30 will 
be liable to compulsory military ser- 
vice, but such compulsion will not be 
extended to married. women. Those 
who choose to join the auxiliary forces 
will not be free to decide which of 
the forces they shall join. Married 
women with. no ties may be called 
upon to go to ether areas where their 
industrial services are needed, and the 
Government hopes to see a big exten- 
sion of part-time work by mothers. 
Over 100,000 women are required for 
air defence of Great Britain. 

Boys and girls between 16 and 18 
are to be registered and interviewed by 
the Youth Service Committee of the 
Education Authority. It is hoped to 
take some youths of 16 into the Home 
Guard to act as ‘‘ powder monkeys,”’ 
in anti-aircraft and coast defence 
duties. 

“ That the load must be picked up 
now and carried on henceforward to 
the end embodies the resolve of 
the British people,” declared Mr. 
Churchill, 


FURTHER SACRIFICE 


In moving a Government resolution 
urging the introduction of legislation 
forthwith to carry out the scheme, Mr. 
Churchill said: ‘* We have to call upon 
the nation for a further degree of sac- 
rifice and exertion. Great supplies of 
plants have largely been constructed; 
they are finished ; they must be staffed, 
and fully staffed. We must maintain 
the powerful mobile army we have 
created with so much pains, both for 
home defence and foreign expedition. 
We must maintain our armies in the 
East, and be prepared for a continu- 
ance and expansion of heavy fighting 
there. We must prepare for the ex- 
pansion of the Air Force in 1942, and 
a far greater expansion which it will 
take in 1943. We must face the con- 
tinuous growth of the Navy to man 
the great number of warships of all 
kinds coming steadily into service. We 
must provide the modern equipment 
for the large armies which are being 
raised and trained in India. 

‘‘Apart from our own needs, we 
must keep our engagement to send 
Mhiúil supplies of tanks, aero- 
planes and other war weapons or com- 
modities to Russia. : 

“We have hitherto been at a dis- 
advantage in having to fight a well- 
armed enemy with ill-armed or half- 
armed troops,” said Mr. Churchill.

The lowering of the age of militar 
service to 184 would bring in an addi- 
tional 70,000 recruits during 1942. The 
first half of this class would be regis- 
tered on Saturday, December 13, and 
their call-up would commence in 
January, 1 The second half would 
be registered early in the new year. 
While it was not thought that any 
large use was to be made of the power 
in the near future, the Government 
would ask the House to release it from 
the restrictive pledge that youths 
under 20 should not be sent overseas. 


IN CASE OF INVASION 


The Home Guard—‘‘ our great prop 
and stay against invasion '—now 
numbered nearly 1;700,000, the bulk 
of them well armed and spread about 
the whole country. 

“We have several millions more men 
who will fight in the event of invasion,”’ 
said Mr. Churchill, ‘‘for whom we 
have not been able to manufacture the 
necessary rifles, “ta they total a 
good many millions. We supplement 
with machine-guns, ‘Tommy-guns, 
pistols, grenades and bombards, and 
when all other things fail we do not 
hesitate to place in the citizens’ hands 
a pike or a mace, pending further 
developments. 

‘After all, in war—especially in 
the night—a man thus armed may 
easily acquire a rifle for himself.— 
(Laughter.) At any rate, that is what 
they are doing in Russia, defending 
their country, and that is what we 
shall certainly do if we are assailed 
in our, island. 

“Power must now be taken by 
Statute to direct men to the Home 
Guard in areas where it is necessary, 
and to require them to attend the 
drills and musters indispensabl> to the 
maintenance of efficiency. Liability 
for service with the Home Guard will 
be defined by a special regulation.’’ 

The number of women in the 20-30 
class was 1,620,000, and, as the vast 
majority was already in useful work, 
only a quarter or one-third would be 
affected by the new _ conscription 
powers. These would have the choice 
between the auxiliary fofces, civil 
defence and industrial work, but those 
choosing the forces would not be able 
to select which one, as it was to the 
A.T.8. that most young women must 
now be directed. They would not be 
compelled to serve in the lethal or 
combatant branches. . 

Explaining why these demands had 
to be made on women, Mr. Churchill 
said that at any time Herr Hitler 
might recognise his defeat by the Rus- 
sian armies, and.sendeavour to cover 
his disaster in the East by wreaking 
his battle fury on Britain. They were 
all readv for him, with far greater 
force and more modern improvement; 
but they could not afford to keep 
hundreds of thousands of trained 
soldiers standing about at static de- 
fence. Many of the appliances women 
cculd “handle just as well as men. 
Every woman whe served in air de- 
fence released four-fifths of a man for 
more. active service. Over 170,000 
women were needed for the A.T:S., 
and of these over 100,000 were required 
for the A.D.G.B. 


25,000 PRISONERS AT 
GONDAR 


“It is known that the enemy 
prisoners taken at Gondar numbered 
approximately 11,500 Italian and 12,000 
native troops, said yesterday's com- 
muniqué from British Command Head- 
quarters at Nairobi, 

““ Our force numbered less than half 
the enemy, and our casualties were 
- in comparison with the number 
of troops engaged. 

“ The evacuation of these thousands 
of Iosa started on November 40, 
and continues. 

“ General Nas and many other 
senior ofhcers were among the first to 
be evacuated. 

“‘It is too early to give full details 
of guns, ammunition, transport and 
military stores captured, but it is 
already known to be considerable, in- 
cluding 50 guns, 

‘‘ All outlying garrisons have now 
surrendered, and Gondar is rapidly 
adapting itself to ‘the new British mili- 
tary administration.” 


TURF THAT WON'T BURN 


Complaint was made of the quality 
of the turf that is now being supplied 
in the Dun Laoghaire area at last 
night’s meeting of Dun Laoghaire 
Corporation. A resolution of protest 
was adopted, with a statement that a 
supply of timber be made available. 

Mr T. Delaney produced a sample of 
turf, which, he said, was being sold 
at 3s. 2d. a cwt. They had requested 
the Department to send an inspector, 
but no action had been taken. 

Mr. W. Rollins said that they had 
been getting good turf from Galway at 
50s. a ton, but had been stopped, and 
now this rubbish was being supplied at 
64s. The merchants were not respon- 
sible; they had to take what they were 
sent. 

Mr. Morgan Good mentioned that 
Mr. P. Belton, T.D., had been con- 
cerned in the purchase of about 300 
acres of oak, from which it was ho 
that some thousands of tons of timber 
would be delivered to the Dun 
Laoghaire area. 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D., referred to the 
muddle at the Glencullen bog, where, 
he said, road men who had never seen 
a sod of turf cut were employed. 
Under the present system it had been 
made impossible for the poor to get 
fuel. e Borough Manager should 
seek powers for the Conncil to produce 
turf from Glencullen. The timber ven- 
ture he and others had entered into 
would involve an expenditure of 
£50,000, and they hoped to produce 100 
tons a day, but how could they get 
that to the poor? 

The Council decided to maintain the 
position adopted earlier in the year, 
when it was resolved to withhold the 

yment of the Dun Laoghaire contri-

His 
personal experience of the Seay was 
invigorating and heart-raising.

BRITISH NAVAL ATTACK 
IN MEDITERRANEAN 


F URTHER severe loss has 

been inflicted by H.M. 
ships upon the supplies which 
the enemy endeavours to ship 
across the Central Mediter- 
ranean to his hard-pressed 
ermies in Libya, said yester- 
day s British Admiralty com- 
muniqué. 

‘* Yesterday morning a surface force, 
under the command of Captain W. G. 
Agnew, C.B., R.N., in H.M. ship 
Aurora, intercepted the Italian supply 
ship Adriatico, of 1,976 tons, laden 
with artillery, stores and ammunition. 
This ship was sunk by gunfire. Some 
survivors were picked up. 

; “ Shortly afterwards Captain Agnew’s 

force intercepted the tanker Monto- 
vani, of 6,500 tons, which was escorted 
by the large 1,628-ton destroyer Alvise 
da Mosto, These ships were immediately 
engaged. 

“The destroyer Alvise da Mosto 
blew up, and the tanker Mantovani, 
which was carrying about 10,000 tons 
of petrol, benzine, and other oils, was 
sunk. Some survivors were picked up. 
No casualties or damage were sustained 
by our force.’ 

The Italian destroyer Alvise da 
Mosto was a fast vessel, which, on her 
speed trials, reached between 44 and 45 
knots. Her complement was 185. She 
was completed in 1929. : 

It was only three weeks ago that 
Captain Agnew, in the same ship, 
Aurora, with three other ships, wiped 
out two Axis convoys of ten ships, 
sank three destroyers, and seriously 
damaged two. His force was much 
inferior in weight and numbers, but 
escaped unscathed. He was awarded 
the C.B, for this achievement.—(Press 
Association.)

OBITUARY 


MR. GEORGE WOLFE 


The death of Mr: George Wolfe, the 
well-known landowner and former 
member of the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party in the Dail, took place on Mon- 
day at his residence, Forenaughts, 
Naas, at the age of 81. Mr. Wolfe’s 
death will cause deep regret to his 
former colleagues in the Dail, among 
whom he was noted for his national 
spirit, integrity, sense of public duty 
and magnificent character He was 
reputed to be the tallest man in the 
Dail at the time. He was a fluent 
Irish speaker and represented Kildare 
in the Dail from 1923 to 1932, when 
his party lost power 

“fe, Wolfe was a kinsman of Wolfe 
Yone and segaleny went to Canada 
to attend celebrations held by other 
members of the same family. He 
the only surviving son of the late 
Theobald Wolfe and was educated in 
Trinity .College, . Dublin, and Sand- 
hurst. He served in the Royal Irish 
Fusiliers from 1882 to 1885 and in the 
8th Hussars from 1885 to 1890. and 
was present at the battle of Tel-el- 
Kebir, following which he was awarded 
a medal with clasp and the Khedive’s 
Star. In 1900 he was High Sheriff for 
Kildare and in 1910 he was Ranger of 
the Curragh. For some time he was 
vice-chairman of Kildare " County 
Council. Mr. Wolfe’s paramount i 
terest, apart from political matters, 
was hunt and horse-breeding. He 
was a member of the Kildare Hunt for 
many. years. His other interests in- 
cluded art, and he possessed a v
